I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1965  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  VIelsh  Board  of  Health  Circular 
1/66. 

The  report  deals  with  the  birth  rate,  death  rate  and  other  vital 
statistics  of  the  Borough  compared  with  the  country  and  the  County  of 
Glamorgan.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  Borough  birth  rate  is  slightly 
lower  and  the  death  rate  considerably  lower  than  the  ceuntry  as  a whole. 
The  small  population  of  the  Borough  and  the  effect  of  a small  number  of 
births  or  deaths  on  the  statistics  do  not  present  a true  picture  of  the 
position. 

The  report  also  deals  with  environmentvUl  matters  which  have  a 
bearing  upon  the  health  of  the  inhabitants,  including  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 . It  will  be  noted  that  all  the  public 
services  are  available  throughout  the  area  and  there  is  no  atmospheric 
pollution.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Cowbridge  is  an  ancient  Charter  Borough,  the  present  Charter  having 
been  granted  in  l888. 

Sited  on  the  main  London-Fishguard  road  it  was  for  many  centuries  a 
posting  station  for  travellers  using  this  important  route  to  and  from  Ireland. 
During  the  year  the  Glamorgan  County  Highv/ay  opened  a new  by  pass  which  has 
relieved  the  town  of  most  of  the  heavy  through  traffic.  In  some  respects 
Cowbridge  is  returning  to  the  quiet  market  town  of  former  days. 

Cowbridge  has  a goodly  number  of  professional  offices.  Solicitors, 
Auctioneers,  Architects  and  Accountants  all  have  full  time  offices  here. 

It  is  also  provided  with  full  time  branches  of  the  main  bankers  and  a Crown 
Post  Office, 

The  local  Fire  Service,  Ambulance  Station  and  Police  Headquarters  for 
the  area  are  also  sited  in  the  Borough. 

There  are  a small  number  of  family  factories  in  the  town.  Most  of  the 
inhabitants  however  find  employment  outside  the  Borough.

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station,  one 
ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Fire  Station,  Cowbridge  and  another  at  the 
Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Llanmaes  Soad,  Llantwit  Major,  The  County  Council 
propose  to  construct  an  ambulance  station  at  Cowbridge, 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  v/ithin  the  area.  Infectious  cases 
^ usua.lly  admitted  to  the  Isola.tion  Hospit.a.1  at  Cefn  Hirgoed  although  under 
regionalisation  specific  cases  might  be  admitted  to  other  more  convenient 
hospitals. 

Medical  .and  surgical  cafees  .are  admitted  to  any  of  the  Board's  Hospitals 
im  Bridgend  and  Caurdiff. 

Maternity  cases  usually  enter  the  Bridgend  or  Cardiff  Hospitals. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

^All  pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Ministry  of  Health's 
Public  Laboratory  .at  Cardiff  .and  chemical  .analyses  are  carried  out  by  the 
Ca.rdiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

SANITARY  CIRCUI'ISTANCES  OF  THE  APJIA. 


A h.ard  water  of  high  bacterial  quality  is  provided  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Water  Board  throughout  the  Borough. 

With  one  exception  all  properties  in  the  Borough  are  connected  to  these 
mains.

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PUBLIC  CKJANSIMG. 


(a)  Street  Cleansinp;.  The  raajn  highv/ay  through  the  town  is  cleansed  by  the 
Glcunorgan  County  Highways  Department  who  employ  a mechanical  street  and 
pavement  sv^fe(:  per  for  that  purpose.  The  unclassified  roads  are  cleansed 
by  the  Borough  roadman.  Street  litter  bins  are  provided  at  certain  points 
in  the  town. 

(b)  Refuse  Bins,  Almost  all  properties  in  the  town  are  provided  with 
properly  constructed  refuse  bins.  The  Public  Health  Inspector  tai:es 
informal  action  for  the  provision  of  bins  as  the  occasion  demands, 

(c)  Cesspool  Ihiptying.  The  one  remaining  property  v;ith  cesspool  drainage  is 
cleansed  by  the  District  Council's  vacuum  cesspool  emptier  four  times  a 
year  at  the  cost  of  the  Borough  Council,  Arrangements  are  in  hand  to 
connect  this  house  to  the  sewer. 

(d)  House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal.  All  food  promises  have  a twice 
wevjkly  collection  and  private  dwellings  and  other  promises  have  a collection 
once  weekly.  This  service  is  carried  out  by  the  Rural  District  Council 

at  the  cost  of  the  Borough,  Disposal  is  arranged  at  the  District  Council's 
central  refuse  disposal  site  at  Llanharan, 

SEli/AGE  DISPOSAL  V/ORKS. 

The  Borough  Council  share  a sewage  disposal  works  with  the  District  Council 
at  the  Lake  Farm,  Near  Cowbridge  (within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District).  The 
maintenance  of  these  works  is  supervised  by  the  Rural  District  Council  but  the 
cost  divided  between  the  Borough  and  District  Council,  Recommendations  to 
enlarge  the  vjorks  due  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  in  the  joint  areas 
were  considered  during  the  year  and  the  consulting  engineers  were  asked  to 
prepare  the  necessary  scheme, 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  air  in  the  Borough  is  relatively  pure  there  being  no  factories  or 
works  within  the  area  or  in  the  neighbourhood,

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


With  the  exception  of  the  premises  referred  to  under  the  heading  ''Public 
Cleansing"  all  dwellings  and  business  premises  in  the  Borough  are  connected  to 
the  Public  Sewer,  The  Council  decided  to  arrange  for  this  house  to  be 
connected  to  the  Public  Sewetr. 

MlliC  SUPPLY. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  either  Pasteurised  or  Tuberculin  Tested. 
There  are  no  registered  dairies  in  the  tov/n  but  three  retailers,  with  dairies 
in  other  districts,  retail  milk  in  the  Borough. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  1933. 

Routine  inspections  are  made  of  premises  handling  food  for  sale  in  the 
Borough  and  the  attention  of  occupiers  is  drawn  to  any  infringements  of  the 
Hygiene  Regulations . 

All  the  licenced  premises  in  the  town  have  satisfactory  sanitation 
connected  to  the  Public  Sewer  with  arrangements  for  glass  washing  in  or  adjacent 
to  the  public  bars. 


ICECEJAI'i  . 

No  icecream  is  manufactured  in  the  Borough.  Seven  retailers  are 
registered  v/ith  the  Council  and  all  sell  icecream  raanufacturered  by  one  or  other 
of  the  principal  manufacturers.  Five  samples  were  taken  during  196'^,  each  was 
in  Grade  1 and  satisfactory, 

INSPECTION  OF  NEAT  AND  FOODS. 

There  are  no  public  or  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  The  four 
butchers  purchase  their  supplies  from  a wholesaler  or  have  their  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  Public  Slaughterhouse  at  Bridgend  v;here  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  that  area  carries  out  an  inspection  and  marks  the  meat  before  it 
leaves  the  premises. 

On  occasions  meat  is  found  to  be  unfit  in  butchers  shops.  A certificate 
for  the  mieat  condemned  is  given  and  arrangements  made  for  its  removal  to  a 
licenced  dealer  outside  the  area.

(f)  Lighting  of  Shops  and  Offices. 

During  the  month  of  November  a detailed  survey  was  made  at  11  premises 
to  ascertain  the  standard  of  lighting.  In  the  table  below  numerous  readings 
were  taken  at  different  working  points  in  the  premises  and  the  recordings 
divided  into  the  various  groups  set  out  in  circular  L.A.9o  In  one  case 
involving  a bank  which  had  recently  been  reconditioned  the  lighting  was  found 
to  be  in  the  region  of  25  lumens  and  the  bank  authority  called  in  a firm  of 
consultants  who  advised  on  the  increased  lighting  needed  to  bring  it  up  to 
35  lumens.
